A complete survey showing the 
status of each of the proposed 
postwar improvement projects 
which were contemplated in con- 
nection with the $43,500,000 bond 
issue of 1944 was asked yesterday 
of President Frank J. McDevitt 
of the Board of Public Service by 
the Citizens’ Bond Issue Super- 
visory Committee appointed by 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst. 

The reorganized committee held 
its first meeting at City Hall and 
asked McDevitt to prepare for it 
a summary of the extent of plan- 
ning and engineering on each of 
the proposed projects and also 
asked each department head to 
prepare a list of projects under 
his jurisdiction. and to make up 
priority lists showing the projects 
for which there is the greatest 
immediate need. 

Policy Study Not Taken Up. 

The committee did not attempt 
at its first meeting to undertake, 
as requested by the Mayor, a 
study to determine whether there 
should be a change in a general 
policy of holding off the start of 
the improvement projects until 
unemployment develops. 

Mayor Darst, however, in ad- 
dressing the group, pointed out 
several projects which he thought 
should be started immediately. 
The recent study by the Board of 
Fire Underwriters has stressed 
the necessity for proceeding im- 
mediately with the waterworks 
improyement program and the 
immediate installation of the pro-

KEY WEST, Fla., March 16 
(AP) — President [ruman today 
signed the bill to repeal the 64- 
year-old federal tax on oleomar- 
garine, It becomes effective July 


l, 

It was Truman’s first action 
after his arrival here. for a vaca- 
tion after a seu voyage from 
Washington. The measure was 
flown here by courier plane from 
Washington yesterday. 

Under the new law all federal 
taxes on margarine are wiped out. 
It does not interfere with taxes 
or restrictions placed on oleomar- 
garine by any state government. 
Federal taxes on colored oleo are 
10 cents a pound. 

The law does say that any res- 
taurant ‘selling yellow margarine 
must-sell it in triangular pats, and 
the restaurant must post a notice 
saying margarine is sold there. 

Restrictions on Sale. 

If it is sold in packages it must 
not weigh more than one pound, 
with the package clearly labeled 
as oleomargarine. 

The job of enforcing the regu- 
lations is assigned to both the 
Federal Trade Commission and 
the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion. The law. gives the FTC new 
powers to crack down generally 
on violators of its orders. Under 
it, a fine up to $5000 a day can 
be assessed in court for every day 
an FTC order is ignored after a 
court has approved the order. The 
maximum fine now is $5000 for 
the offense—not for each day.

Judge 
George H. Moore issued an order 
against Southwestern Bell and 
the commission to show cause 
why a temporary’ injunction 
should not be issued pending a 
hearing on the application for a 
permanent enjoiner. The order 
to show cause is returnable next 
Thursday. 

Pioneer’s application for the in- 
junction stated that the company’s 
business is interstate, bringing it 
under federal, rather than state, 
jurisdiction. The petition asserted 
that Southwestern Bell “is wrong- 
fully threatening to remove the 
telephones and will cause the 
plaintiff to Sustain great damage 
and injury.’ 

Supreme Court Appeal. 

In the application for a stay of 
the Missouri Supreme Court man- 
date, Morris A. Shenker. attorney 
for Pioneer, formally announced 
his intention of appealing to the 
United States Supreme Court for 
a writ of -certiorari in the case. 
Granting of the writ is not arbi- 
tary, and may be. rejected by the 
Supreme Court. 

The Mis---rj Supreme Court 
did not pass on the right of 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
to cut off service on notice from 
law-enforcement officers of the 
State thet the telephones were be- 
ing used for an illegal purpose, 
dissemination of horse racing 
news and results. The court’s 
ruling simply established that 
jurisdiction over telephone serv- 
ice is vested in the first instance 
with the Missovri Public Service 
Commission, subject. to subse- 
quent review by the courts. 

Pioneer’s telephones were re- 
moved Feb. 6, 1847, on orders of 
then Gov. Phil M. Donnelly and 
Attorney General J..E. Taylor. 
The phones were taken out be- 
cause they were being used to 
violate the law. Subsequently, 
the State Public Service Commis- 
sion, on its own motion, issued 
an order forbidding telephone 
service to Pioneer. The Missouri 
Supreme Court held that the com- 
mission had the power to. deter- 
mine a matter of this character. 

Two full yéars elapsed before 
Pioneer made an effort to recover 
its te! phones. After the election 
of Gey. Forrest Smith the racing 
news oervice soucht an injunction 
in circuit court, and Judge Nangle 
ordered Southwestern Beil to re- 
store full service.

1,000,000 Shares Traded in Two 
Hours—Prices Still De- 
cisively Higher.

Formal Action Not Tak- 
en, but Slashes Are 
Recommended by ‘Cen- 
tral’ Group — Marshall 
Plan Not Involved. 


WASHINGTON, March 16 (AP) 
—The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee has tentatively worked out 
a $1,200,000,000 cut in President 
Truman’s spending proposals for 
the 12 months beginning next 
July 1. 

The committee has not taken 
final formal action, but it was 


learned a “central committee” 
has recommended the cut. 

The committee is working on 
an omnibus bill embracing items 
for which Truman requested $30,- 
326,000,000. 

Members of the committee said 
these have been trimmed to about 
$29,113,000,000. 

The President’s over-all budget 
requests for the fiscal year start- 
ing next July 1 were $42,439,000.- 
000. This included about three 
billions for Marshall Plan foreign 
aid and nine billions in so-called 
permanent appropriations and 
trust funds. These two items are 
not dealt with in the omnibus 
bill. 

No Cut in Interest. 

The foreign aid morey is not 
included because separate legis- 
lation legalizing it has not cleared 
Congress. The so-called perma- 
nent appropriations are not sub- 
ject to cuts. They include such 
things as interest on the public 
debt. 

The “central committee” recom- 
mendations will be presented to 
the full.committee next Monday. 
The following week the omnibus 
bill is scheduled to go before 
the House for debate» It will 
be the first. time in modern his- 
tory that Congress has put all 
a funds in a single 

The appropriations group has 
recommended no huge cuts in any 
departmental funds, although a 
sizeable percentage reduction has 
been ordered for the so-called 
-“civil functions’ of the Army 
Engineers. These civil functions 
include river and harbor and flood 
control projects.

ENIWETOK-BOUND 
NAVY SHIP MISSING 
WITH 33 ABOARD 


PEARL HARBOR, March 16 
(AP)—Search centered today 400 
miles north of Kwajalein island 
for a missing Navy tender bear- 
ing 33 men en route to Eniwetok 
island. 

The craft, the Elder, com- 
manded by Lt. William F. Adams 
of San Diego, was due in Eniwe- 
tok on Monday with a cargo of 
navigational buoys for the atomic 
proving grounds. It was _ last 
sighted 700 miles from Eniwetok 
by the transport A. W. Brewster. 
The tender was in no apparent 
trouble them. — 

A spokesman for the Hawaiian 
Sea Frontier said it was possible 
the tender might have struck a 
floating mine and been sunk. The 
general feeling here was that its 
Ciesel motor had gone dead, 
silencing its radio.

HILL AIR FORCE BASE, Utah, 
March 16 (‘UP)—The Air Force 
disclosed today that a B-50 bomb- 
er accidentally dropped 10 armed 
practice bombs on Hill Air Force 
Basé late yesterday. Several 
buildings were damaged but there 
were no injuries. 

Three of the bombs hit build- 
ings, but the others exploded in 
open areas. 

The accident occurred while 
Cas of the big bombers, from 


Castle Air Force Base at Merced, 
Calif, were making simulated 
bomb runs over the big Utah base 
near Ogden. The B-50s are the 
latest version of the wartime B-29. 
The B-50 piloted by Capt. 
| Robert Rothrock of Merced made 
15 simulated bombing attacks on 
the base. Instead of dropping 
‘bombs, the bombardier triggered 
an electronic mechanism that 
| registered his aim and probable 
| results on a radar device. 
| On the sixteenth run, some- 
| thing went wrong, Rothrock re- 
ported, and 10 practice bombs 
dropped in perfect stick pattern. 
Each bomb weighed 100 pounds 
—97 pounds of sand and three 
pounds of black powder for a 
marking charge—plus the steel 
case. The three that struck ware- 
houses or other structures made 
what an officer called “nice holes 
in the roofs”

Operaiions Officer and

NORFOLK, Va., March 16 (AP) 
—General courts-martial were or- 
dered today for the commanding 
officer, the operations officer and 
the navigator of the battleship 
Missouri as a result of the vessel’s 
grounding in Chesapeake bay 
Jan. 17. 

The officers to be tried are 
Capt. William D. Brown of Frost- 
proof, Fla., thé Big Mo’s skipper; 
Comdr. John R. Millett, opera- 
tions officer, and Lt. Comdr. 
Frank G. Morris of New York, 
navigator. 

The courts-martial will be con- 
vened March 27 at the Norfolk 
naval base. The trials will begin 
at that time, naval spokesmen 
said, if the defendants are ready 
to proceed. All proceedings will 
be open to the public. 

The courts-martial were or- 
dered by R. Adm. Allan E, Smith, 
commander of the cruiser force 
of the Atlantic Fleet, after a re- 


naval court of inquiry. 

Adm. William M. Fechteler, 
commander-in-chief of the Atlan- 
tic Fleet, said Smith did _ not 
consider the evidence against Lt.

“This Constitution, with the 
amendments and interpretations 
which have made it a living and 
growing thing, has survived to 
this day as an expression of the 
will of the entire people. A Pres- 
ident is duly elected under this 
Constitution with a heavy and sol- 
emn responsibility to direct the 
foreign relations of the American 
people. The President has, in ac- 
cordance with law and with the 
a@vice and consent of the Senate, 
appointed — to serve as Sec- 
retary of State to assist him in 
the conduct of our foreign af- 
faifs. This right to speak on your 
behalf results directly from the 
constitutional processes by which 
the American people de a 
government for themselves in an 
orderly, clear and democratic 
manner. 

‘Rise of Soviet “Marxism.” 

A little over 30 years ago there 
came into power in one of the 
great countries of the world a 
group of people who also claim 
the right to speak on your behalf. 
That claim was based not on any 
constitutional procedure, or on 
any expression of the will of those 
whose representatives ey pro- 
fessed to be. It was based on 
claim which those men made to 
a monopoly of the Knowledge of 
what was right and what was 
wrong for human beings. They 
further profess that their claim 
is based on a body of thought 
taken over in large part from the 
writings of a mid-nineteenth cen- 
tury German economist and the- 


rist, Karl Marx. 
f have no desire to debate here 


and that the dignity of the 
human is of no im- 
portance as against the interest 
of the state. 

To our minds, these prin- 
ciples mean, in their practical 
application, the arrogation to 
individual human leaders, with 
all their inevitable frailities 
and limitations, of powers and 
pretenses which most of us 
would be ‘willing to concede 
only to the infinite wisdom and 
compassion of a Divine Being. 
They mean the police state, with 
all that that implies; a_regi- 
mentation of the worker which 
is hardly distinguishable from 
slave labor; a loss to society of 
those things which appear to 
us to make life worth living; a 
denial of the fundamental 
truths embodied in all the great 
religions of the world. 

Here is a moral issue of the 
clearest nature. It cannot be 
evaded. Let us make no mis- 
take about it. 

Yet it does not follow from this 
that the two systems, theirs and 
ours, cannot exist concurrently 
in this world. Good and evil can 
and do exist concurrently in the 
whole great realih of human life, 
They exist within every individ- 
ual, within every nation, and 
within every. human group. The 
struggle betWeen good and evil 
cannot be confined to govern- 
ments. That struggle will go on, 
as it always has, in the wider 
theater of the human spirit itself. 

But it also does not follow 
from this co-existence of good 
and evil that the two systems,

the world may live free lives, un- 
touched by tyranny, and accord-

' They could repatriate Japanese 
prisoners of war from Siberian 
camps. They could refrain from 
subverting the efforts of the 
newly independent states of 
Asia and their native leaders to 
solve their problems in their 
own way. 

Il. USE OF FORCE. 
With regard to the whole group 
of countries which we are ac- 
customed to think of as _ the 
satellite area, the Soviet leaders 
could withdraw their military and 
police force and refrain from 
using the shadow of that force 
to keep in power persons or 
regimes which do not command 
the confidence of the respective 
peoples, freely expressed through 
orderly representative processes. 
In other words, they could elect 
to observe, in practice, the decla- 
ration to which they set their 
signatures at Yalta concerning 
liberated Europe. 
In this connection we do not 
insist that these governments have 
any particular political or social 
complexion. What concerns us 
is that they should be truly inde- 
pendent national regimes, with a 
will of their own and with a de- 
cent foundation in popular feeling.

If we have not hesitated to urge 
that they as well as we accept 
this requirement it is because we 
believe that a spirit of genuine 
responsibility to mankind is wide- 
ly present in this world. Many 
able administrators and scientists 
could be found to operate such 
an authority who would be only 
too happy, regardless of political 
complexion, to take an elevated 
and enlightened view of the im- 
mense responsibility which would 
rest upon them. There are men 
who would scorn to use their 
powers for the negative purpose 
of intrigue and destruction.

What are we now to conclude 
from the morbid fancies which 
their propaganda exudes of a 
capitalist encirclement, of a Unit- 
ed States craftily and systemati- 
cally plotting another world war? 
They know, and the world knows, 
how foreign is the concept of 
aggressive war to our philosophy 
and our political system. They 
know that we are not asking to 
be the objects of any insincere 
and effusive demonstrations of 
sentimental friendship. But we 
feel that the Soviet leaders could 
at least permit access to the So- 
viet Union of persons and ideas 
from other countries so that other 
views might be presented to the 
Russian people. 

U. S. Ready to Do Its Part. 

These are some of the things 
which we feel that the Soviet 
leaders could do, which would 
permit the rational and peace- 
ful development of the co-ex- 
istence of their system and ours.

By a 368-to-2 vote it passed and 
sent to the Senate a measure de- 
signed to’ curb subversive activi- 
ties in this country by doubling 
the penalties and by permitting 
prosecution for such offenses up 
to 10 years after the violation.

Other Provisions. 

The bill also makes it a crinie

In case of a conspiracy to steal 
Government secrets, all the per- 
sons involved would be subject 
to prosecution even though only 
one person actually took or passed 
along the document. 

The new penalty provisions call 
for a $10,000 fine and 10 years 
in prison. 

The Department of Justice had 
asked Congress to suspend the 
statute of limitations entirely in 
eases involving the nation’s secur- 
ity, but the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee refused to go beyond the 
10-year extension. 

Clause Strengthened. 

The House, however, voted to 
strengthen this provision by ac- 
cepting an amendment by Repre- 
sentative Jacobs (Dem.), Indiana, 
providing that the statute of lim- 
itations would not begin for fed- 
eral employes until they leave of- 
fice.

Conflict Seen in Finding. 

Government attorneys thought 
they saw a conflict between Judge 
Keech’s “finding of fact” (that 
there was a concerted stoppage 
of work) and his “conclusion of 
law’—that there was no contempt 
of court. 

This is one of the primary 
grounds on which they are basing 
their appeal. They contend that 
union members, acting in concert, 
are the principals—not the agents 
—in any concerted union action, 
regardless of what they may have 
been told by the union officers. 
This theory considers the officers 
—John L. Lewis and his district 
president, not “principals” of the 
union, but “agents” of the mem- 
bers. And, as has_been mentioned, 
it was a theory shared by at least 
some o@ the coal operator attor- 
neys. In preparation of its cage 
the Justice Department consulted 
with the coal operator lawyers to 
obtain their views on how to pro- 
ceed. 

One of the lawyers for the 
prosecution told the Post-Dispatch 
on this point that, proceeding on 
the theory that union members 
were “principals” and not 
“agents,” and so subject, when 
acting in concert, to the terms of

RADIO TUBES ABOUT 


Necessary by 1960 — Record Influx of sIZEOF MATCH HEAD 
1,750,000 College and High School Grad- ‘ 
uates Expected to Seek Work This Year. 


DAYTON, O., March 16 (AP) 


‘—The Air Force, proud of its 


giant bombers, came up today 
with the smallest radio tube—a 
midget so small 10 can be put 


into a thimble. 

The tube, said engineers at 
Wright-Patterson Air Force 
Base, offers big advantages in 
weight and space. 

One day, too, the tiny tube 
may be as important to civilians 
in the manufacture of radios, 
television sets, hearing aids, fire 
and burglar alarms and thermo- 
stats. 

The 250 tubes built thus far 
have been made by hand. They 
are a bit expensive for a civilian 
purse. 

“Don’t expect to see any of the 
new devices in civilian items for 
some time yet,” said Col. L. C. 
Duggar, chief of the base’s com- 
ponents and system laboratory. 
“The fieldistor is still in the proc- 
ess of development.” 

The fieldistor is just one-nine- 
tieth the size of the present-day 
tube. It is about the size of a 
match head and about the shape 
of an eye-dropper end. 

This tiny size enables the tube 
to withstand engine vibration, 
gunfire and landing shock which 
literally shakes the life from a 
conventional tube. 

Since modern aircraft use hun- 
dreds of tubes, space and weight 
saved by the fieldistor, plus great- 
er resistance to abuse, means 
longer aircraft ranges at reduced 
operating costs, engineers say.

000) defense budget for 1950-51, 
following presentation of the esti- 
mates by Defense Minister Eman- 
uel Shinwell. 

Churchill said he would not 
seek to make the defense esti- 
mates an issue which would re- 
quire a new vote of confidence 
for the hard-pressed Labor Gov- 
ernment. 

“There is no need to divide the 
House tonight,” the leader of the 
powerful Conservative opposition 
said. Labor has won three con- 
fidence votes in the last week.

Shinwell said Britain will con- 
tinue to seek “peace and security 
through the international machin- 
ery of the United Nations.” He 
reported “substantial progress” in 
military planning for defense of 
North Atlantic Treaty nations.

N the Soviet zone of Germany there is one sight that has, all by 
| ise the status of a hard fact—a fact even harder, in its peculiar 
way, than the bleak statistics about the lives of the slave popula- 
This is the sight of a Volkspolizei 
It means that while we in the West are sadly worrying 
about the rearmament of western Germany, the Soviets have long 


ago begun to rearm their Germans of the east zone. 


This reporter saw such a bar- 
racks on a recent expedition into 
the Soviet zone. Our little party 
left the autobahn somewhat ille- 
gally to enter Leipzig by a side 
road. Just before entering the 
once-charming little town of Weis- 
senfels, the barracks loomed up 
before us—a large group of big, 
high, dun-colored buildings, en- 
livened with red-painted slogans 
such as “Workers and Volkspolizei 
United for Peace.” The place 
could have accommodated 2000 
men in a pinch, 

Like Old Prussian Army. 

At present, this barracks at 
Weissenfels holds only 1000 train- 
ees, since the people’s police of 
the east zone, that will some day 
become the people’s army of Ger- 
many, is still in the first stages 
of growth. Yet the youth recruits 
were omnipresent in Weissenfels, 
immensely smart in their excel- 
lent blue uniforms, obviously giv- 
en a new self-confidence by their 
generous retions and hard train- 
ing, lording it over the civilians 
like the Prussian army of old. 

These youngsters are not, 
of course, the foundation of 

Russian power in East Ger- 
many. That rests upon the 
Russian occupation army of 

250,000 men, and upon the se- 
cret police of the Ministry of 
State Security, newly estab- 
lished in flat defiance of all 
Allied agreements. But the 
Russians are kept largely out 
of sight in huge, fenced bar- 
racks areas. 

Even the Soviet officers have 
had their families sent home two 
months ago, and are now only 
allowed out of the barracks for 
an occasional night in town. As 
for the soldiers, they emerge for 
training ‘our Chevrolet once 
rather alarmingly served as a 
tracking target for four Soviet 
mobile anti-tank guns lined up 
along the roadside at Weimar). 
And for the rest, the troops are 
kept in the barracks and are not 
seen. It is the Volkspolizei who 
are noticeable all over the East 


ne. 
It is time to realize that this 
Russian-built German army of the 
future is no joke or newspaper 
rumor. The first para-military 
units appeared, within the larger 
mass of the ordinary East zone 
police, over two years. ago. In 
September 1949 the para-military 
parts of the police were separated 


out, and placed under the com- 
mand of the famous Gen. Wil- 
helm Zaisser-Gomez of Spanish 
Civil War fame. These units were 
then given a purely military 
character: By now these units of 
the “Main Administration for 
Training” already constitute a 
respectable militia. 
Facts Are Meaningful. 

The facts about the “Main Ad- 
ministration for Training” are 
both simple and formidably mean- 
ingful. It comprises 11 or 12 
officer-training schools and ap- 
proximately 37 “Bereitschaften” 
or training groups for non-com- 
missioned officers. Each school or 
group is commanded by former 
German officers who have re- 
ceived “antifa” indoctrination. To 
each unit are attached two “So- 
vietniks,” a Russian staff officer 
who serves as deputy commander, 
and an officer of the Russian 
secret police. The strength of the 
whole force is between 40,000 and 
50,000 men. 


The training groups are di- 
vided by function into infantry, 
artillery, tank units and engi- 
neers. One school is reserved 
for training staff officers. All 
have been issued with small 
arms, machine guns and light 
artillery. Token issues of Soviet 
medium tanks and heavier ar- 
tillery have also been made to 
appropriate units. Because of 
haste in original recruiting and 
the problem of political reliabil- 
ity, attrition in all units has 
been very high. Bad housing 
has also been a grave difficulty. 
in many instances. Training 
should be completed, -however, 
and the next phase should be- 
gin, toward the end of this year. 

Since the present training is 
aimed to produce either officers 
or N.C.O.’s, the nature of the next 
phase is easy to deduce. The grad- 
uates of the officers’ schools and 
Bereitschaften will be organized 
into cadres of tactical units, which 
they have not as yet been. New

Because most trust institutions, unlike the St. Louis 
Union Trust Company, are also banks, many people 
assume that trust men not only are bankers, but are 
the type of bankers caricatured in the stories about the 
“glass eye.” Actually, banking and the trust business 
are as different from each other as is mining from run- 
ning a retail store, or the profession of law from the 
construction business. The man engaged in trust ad- 
ministration, whether his title be Vice President, Trust 
Officer, or anything else, is as a rule a different breed 
of individual from a businessman or a banker. The 
problems he must handle require, above all, the han- 
dling of human and family problems on a basis of 
sympathetic understanding. That does not mean that 
other people in a trust institution, such as specialists 
in investment, taxation, etc., may not find a “glass eye” 
skepticism to be an important asset — but the trust 
administrative officer must have sympathetic under-

standing and the ability to be helpful in connection 
with human and family problems. 

Here is a fairly typical illustration of the type of 
problem a trust officer must handle. Mrs. B is a widow 
with two teen-age children. She is the beneficiary of a 
trust under her husband's will which produces an in- 
come of about $350 per month. Before her husband's 
death, family expenses averaged some $15,000 per 
year. Mrs. B has had to curtail the family expenses very 
drastically, but the expenses required for her children’s 
education are just reaching their peak level. The 
principal of Mrs. B’s trust amounts to approximately 
$100,000. The trust agreement gives the Trust Com- 
pany broad discretionary power to use principal to 
supplement the income of Mrs. B and to provide for 
the children’s education. The trust officer's first task 
was to help Mrs. B sell her home and buy a smaller 
house which could be maintained at less expense. The 
next and most important problem was to help Mrs. B 
to prepare a family budget and determine how much 
principal it would be wise to use each year to supple- 
ment the family income during the years of heavy 
expenses for the children’s education. This is not a 
problem that can be settled by rule of thumb, sta- 
tistics, or charts. It can be solved only by the personal 
concern and intimate appreciation of one person for 
the problems of another.

Bonn, Paris and the Saar 

West Germany is grasping desperately for 
some straw which will enable it to retain at 
least some voice in the control of the Saar and 
Saar coal. It has demanded, for one: thing, a 
plebiscite in the Saar. 

For another, the Bonn government has pro- 
posed, as a substitute for the recent France-Saar 
agreement giving France control of Saar coal 
for 50 years, pending a final peace treaty, estab- 
lishment for the Saar of an international West 
European control similar to the international 
Ruhr Authority. 3 

Bonn hopes it can do even better. It also pro- 
posed a customs union of.South Germany, the 
Saar and the French province of Lorraine. 

Frenchmen are’ not likely to look with much 
favor on any of the German proposals, and a 
Quai d’Orsay spokesman already has turned them 
down tentatively. France, with American and 
British support, has regarded the Saar as a 
legitimate spoil of war and an essential part of 
French security and the French economy since 
1945. 

From the French viewpoint, consequently, 
France has a lot to lose and nothing to gain 
by considering any of the German suggestions. 
German attempts to retain a voice in control 
of the Saar are regarded by many Frenchmen 
as merely a mask for deep-seated pians for 
renewed aggression, economic as well as military.’ 

But this attitude overlooks the fact that Ger- 
mans can see only a difference in degree, not 
in kind, between French seizure of the Saar 
and the Russian-Polish seizure of East Prussia, 
Pomerania and Silesia. 

It is difficult, for that reason, to convince 
West Germans that the morals of the West are 
any better than those of the East. And if West- 
ern Germany is to stay west of the iron curtain, 
that conviction must be rooted in German minds. 

What is needed in this situation is for French- 
men to remember that, whether or not their 
claim to the Saar is justified on the basis of 
Germany’s record, Germany and Germans cannot 
be treated as high-handedly as they were in 1945. 

Germans, who are increasingly falling into 
the easy habit of thinking of themselves as 
innocent and aggrieved victims of Hitler, need 
to remember that the rest of the world regards 
them with deep-seated suspicion: They need to 
remember that it will be many, many years 
before the people of Europe can or should 
forget what Germans have done. 

Both sides, together with all the people of 
the West, need to remember that Germans want 
security against Frenchmen as much as France 
wants security against Germany. The Saar would 
be no special problem if this mutual security 
were provided. 

Until there is such security, there can be no 
stable Western Europe. Until there is such secur- 
ity, there will be more incidents which aggravate 

French-German animosity, incidents which help 
only the East. They must be avoided. They can 
be avoided, mutual security can be provided, if 
Western Europe begins to go down the road 
toward union. 
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The State Against Public Welfare 


Whatever the legal merits of the State of 
Missouri’s suit to prevent affiliation of Barnard 
Free Skin and Cancer Hospital with Washing- 
ton University Medical School, from the stand- 
point of the public welfare it is ill-advised. 

To be of maximum value to the community, 
funds that are available to fight cancer should 
be put to work for research into the disease as 
well as for treatment, whenever possible. 

This Barnard cannot do with maximum effec- 
tiveness now, because the funds it has available 
are not large enough to do an adequate job in 
these inflated times. It cannot pay for very ex- 
pensive equipment. It cannot hire a sufficiently 
large staff. lt can provide only a little treat- 
ment and a little research. But if its resources 
were pooled with those of a larger institution, it 
could do a far better job of both. 

An unfortunate incidental effect of the suit 
is that it may delay beginning of construction 
of the Wohl Hospital, with which Barnard was 
to be connected, at Washington University. This 
at a time when the St. Louis area well could 
use more hospital beds. 

Whether it is legal for Barnard to affiliate 
with Washington University and the Barnes 
group is a question for the courts to decide. 
Whether Barnard should affiliate with Washing- 
ton University, with St. Louis University, or 
with some other institution is a question for the 
trustees to decide. But there can be no doubt 
that Barnard cannot continue as it is, if it is to 
be of maximum service to the community. 
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Crack-Down in Prague * 

The Kremlin, it would seem, is still tightening 
its clamp on Prague. For months, reports of 
arrests and disappearances have been seeping 
through the iron curtain. They hint of a virtual 
terror against all who do not undeviatingly fol- 
low the Communist line, Moscow authorized ver- 
sion. Now comes the story of the resignation 
of Foreign Minister Vlado Clementis to add 
further support to these dire speculations. 


Speculations they must be since Red Govern- 
ments do not vouchsafe explanations of such 
developments. They just announce them. And 
sometimes not even that. But there was much 
talk at the last United Nations Assembly meet- 
ing that Clementis would not be going back to 
Prague. He was out of step with the Red 
regime, it was rumored, and he was expected to 
appeal to Washington for sanctuary as a refugee. 

Such reports, of course, cannot be nailed 
down. But they are persuasive. Clementis 
worked with Benes in the Czech Government-in- 
exile in London. He was a moderate; what the 
orthodox Moscow Communists call a “West- 
erner,” one who has a reservation or two about 
the proposition that the Kremlin is the font 
of all wisdom. He had friends in and out of 
the Czech Communist party with similar lean- 
ings. A number of them already have disap- 
peared. Why not? Such men might tempt 
others into the sin of Titoism. 


This is a peril which the Russians seem to 
dread In Czechoslovakia. After all, the country 
was always closely linked with the Western 
European states rather than with its Slav neigh- 
bors. True, Munich in 1938 was a great disillu- 
sionment for the Czechs. The Western democ- 
racies sold them down the river. Only Soviet 
Russia offered to back them against Hitler. 

So, after the war, the Communists had a rela- 
tively easy time of it. But once in power, they 
began to apply their totalitarian patterns with 
vigor. The fun quickly went out of life in 
Prague. The Czechs did not like it, and they 
showed this. The answer of Czech workers to 
regimentation was to stay away from the job for 
days at a time. Worse still, jokes about the Com- 
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munist rulers began to be told. And the one 
thing a dyed-in-the-wool Communist cannot take 
is a joke. 

Yet Clementis was the kind of a man who 
might smile at a joke. He was not quite a Red 
Puritan. His tight-lipped colleagues seem to 
know of only one method of dealing with such 
a man. -That is to crack down. 


This is not easy for the Czechs. But it is not 


easty for the Communist leaders either. They 
are worried. And they have cause to be wor- 
ried. It is difficult to control an intelligent, 
spiritedenation by cracking down. 
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Wisdom Toward the Far East 

The principles on. which United States Far 
Eastern policy is based, as they were re-stated 
by Secretary Acheson at San Francisco, are a 
soundly and prudently conceived minimum. 
They are founded on a clear understanding of 
truths which partisan promoters of one vary- 
ing course or another in the Far East sometimes 
have done their best to confuse. 


Secretary Acheson pointed out, for example, 
that the Chinese debacle is no argument against 
United States aid elsewhere in Asia. Indeed, 
its real meaning well may turn out to be that 
the United States will have to extend even more 
aid elsewhere in the Orient. 


The Chinese collapse occurred because Ameri- 
ca’s horse, Chiang Kai-shek’s Government, would 
not or could not put itsclf into a position to be- 
come the real leaders of the Chinese people. 
Our effort was simply thrown away. This should 
not be permitted to happen again. 

Yet situations similar to that in China in the 
first years after the recent war are developing 
in Korea and Indochina. In both cases we are 
again backing governments which do not speak 
for the people. 

As was the case in China, we are doing so 
because their opponents are tied to the Kremlin. 
But what steps are we taking to turn the 
regimes we support into real representatives of 
the people? 

The American people, said Secretary Acheson, 
are the.real leaders of.a “revolution by the com- 
mon people, and the United States consistently 
has supported and will continue to support the 
movement of these peoples toward self-govern- 
ment and national independence.”, 

Fine words, but will they be believed by 
Indochinese who have been denied self-govern- 
ment by French imperialism, by South Koreans 
oppressed by Syngman Rhee? If the cause of 
democracy is not to lose again, these words must 
become realities everywhere. 
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Dewey Short on Education 

Representative Dewey Short is unmoved by 
the spectacle of 35,000,000 Americans beyond the 
reach of a public library. He is determined that 
the Federal Government shall not do anything 
about it. 

A bill to “enlarge the intellectual horizons of 
our citizenry” by appropriating funds to. book- 
poor rural areas is denounced by Mr. Short as 
“unthinkable.” Says the Representative from 
the Seventh Missouri District: ‘What little edu- 
cation I got, I didn’t get by Government check.” 


What little education Representative Short got 
consisted of graduation from Marionville College, 
pn A.B. from Baker University, and postgraduate 
studies at Boston University, Harvard, the Uni- 
versity of Berlin, Heidelberg and Oxford. Yet 
Mr. Short begrudges any library service at all to 
fellow-Missourians and fellow-Americans, — 

No comment, we suppose, is necessary. The 
facts speak for themselves, and they do not speak 
too well for the education of Dewey Short. 
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Not a Command Performance 

In a world in which there are so many things 
to be angry about, Senator Johnson of Colorado 
had to pick Rita Hayworth and Ingrid Bergman. 
It is a far cry from two actresses to federal 
censorship of all motion pictures, but the Sena- 
tor easily carried the distance with a whoop 
and a holler. 

As nearly as his tirade about low morals in 
movies makes sense, what Senator Johnson says 
is this: The two actresses got involved in marital 
triangles and wound up their exploits with 
babies and foreign husbands, which is inexcus- 
able, but Miss Bergman is a fine actress and 
must have been under some kind of hypnotic 
trance. 

So far nobody has had anything good to say 
about the private conduct of Misses Hayworth 
and Bergman, so Senator Johnson is not the first 
to cast. a stone. But his ideas about licensing 
both films and film actors, to make movie 
morality a project of the Commerce Department, 
are as absurd as passing laws against sin. 

His proposal would be dangerous, if Con- 
gress took it seriously. Films, like other com- 
munications material, are subject to laws against 
obscenity and libel. They should not be subject 
to censorship based on such vague terms as en- 
couraging “contempt for law or public or private 
morality.” 

Such phraseology might bar any picture— 
“Hamlet” or “All the King’s Men’—depending 
on how the censors interpreted their righteous 
mission. There is little enough that government 
can do to implant good taste in films, but the 
misuse of authority to make the effort would 
always be a danger. 

Hollywood has elaborate procedure for polic- 
ing its films. Maybe it has not done too well, 
but voluntary censorship is fundamental to our 
way of doing things. -Senator Johnson has no 
more reason to demand government censorship 
than to command the public to stay away from 
immoral films. That he did not do. 
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Drop in the Bucket 

How the nation’s money is going for the flood 
un-control it is getting has been demonstrated 
again. The Senate has approved another $4,000.- 
000 for emergency flood control, an item so 
small by present standards that its appropriation 
is hardly worth reporting. 

This $4,000,000 drop in the bucket is to be 
used for repairs in areas which recently have 
been flooded or are expected tc be flooged in 
the near future. A commendable task, made 
necessary by Congress’ insistence on trying to 
fill a leaky bucket by appropriating drops. 

The extravagance and wastefulness of the 
dribs and drabs approach to flood control has 
been Ciearly demonstrated. It is time to repair 
the bucket by developing integrated river valley 
development plans. Then many fewer drops 
would keep it full. -

After long debate, the House of Repre- 
sentatives finally adopted the measure set- 
ting up the National Science Foundation. 
The Senate adopted a similar measure last 
year and the bill is now in conference. Its 
purpose is to provide the money necessary 
to train physical scientists and enable them 
to carry on fundamental research. 


By general consent such Government aid 
to research is necessary. Present-day taxa- 
tion has all but dried up the sources on 
which the universities and other re- 
search institutions 
have heretofore de- 
pended. If the fron- 
tiers of knowledge 
are to be extended, 
if young men are to 
be trained in the ex- 
acting techniques of 
modern science and 
if specific problems 
are to be attacked, 
then the money must 
come from the only 
certain source now 
available. 


Me nfortu nately, 
when the measure . 
was being debated in Hownrs: Sam 

the House. Representative Howard Smith, 
of Virginia, who is surely a conscientious 
legislator, procured the passage of an 
amendment reading as follows: 


“No person shall be employed by the 
Foundation and no scholarship shall be 
awarded to any person by the Foundation 
unless and until the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation shall have investigated the 
loyalty of such person and reported to the 
Foundation such person is loyal to the 
United States, believes in our system of 
government, and is not and has not at any 
time been a member of any organization 
declared subversive by the Attorney Gen- 
eral or any organization that teaches or 
advocates the overthrow of our Govern- 
ment by force or violence.” 


At first reading, this provision seems not 
at variance with existing practice. As of 
now, all prospective employes of the Unit- 
ed States Government are investigated by 
the FBI and all are required to take a 
loyalty oath. Considering what we know 
about the subversive methods of Commu- 
nists and fellow-travellers, no sensible per- 
son can, object to such precautions. 


But this amendment marks, nevertheless, 


a revolutionary departure from existing 
practice. For it calls on the FBI not mere- 
ly to investigate an applicant’s loyalty, 
which it would do in any case, but to make 
a final judgment upon the evidence it pro- 
cures. The National Science Board, which 
the law provides shall be composed of the 
most distinguished scientific men of the 
country, could not itself make the required 
judgment as to the loyalty of the applicant 
but must be bound by the decision of the 
national police. 

This procedure goes beyond even that 
provided for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, hitherto regarded as the most sensi- 


‘tive of all our national undertakings. The 


rule for fellowships under that body, as 
stated in its official literature, is that ‘“‘all 
Fellows must receive full security clear- 
ance from the AEC based upon an investi- 
gation by the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation.” 


At no time in the history of this country 
has any measure heretofore been enacted 
which makes the police officer the judge 
of the citizen’s standing under the law. 

Such laws are, of course, not unknown 
in history or in geography either. Tyranny 
has always accorded to the police the right 
both to charge the citizen and to pronounce 
judgment upon him. But to give our police 
that right is the negation of the concept 


of justice upon which this country is “ 


founded. 

To oppose such an enactment is not to 
doubt the integrity of the Department of 
Justice nor of J. Edgar Hoover and his 
efficient organization. As a matter of fact, 
it is surprising that the Attorney General 
himself has not spoken out against a law 
which would leave such a perilous re- 
sponsibility on his doorstep. 

Presumably he and his staff have been 
so concerned with the mounting burdens 
of their office they have not been able to 
give the matter the consideration it de- 
serves. Or it may be that in the present 
state of near-hysteria, certainly not un- 


‘warranted, on this whole subject of Com- 


munist infiltration, they have failed to 
think through the. implications of the Smith 
amendment. We are certain that Mr. 
Smith himself has not done so. 


In the conference between the members 
of the Senate and of the House to recon- 
cile the difference between the two meas- 
ures, the Smith amendment should be 
stricken out. It takes us far down the road 
toward the police state.

THE IDEA IS TO ALLOW in- 
dividual Americans to buy articles 
by mail from abroad costing $10 
or less without paying a tariff 
duty. Whether $10 should be the 
“critical” amount is a subject for 
discussion. It could be $5 or $15 
or $20. At present official rates 
of exchange, $10 is a little more 
than three British pounds and 
about 3500 French francs. Quite 
a few articles of clothing, orna- 
ments, knickknacks and books 
can be bought abroad for the 
equivalent of $10, particularly if 
they are not subject to the Euro- 
pean sales or purchase taxes. Al- 
coholic liquors would be_ ex- 
cluded. 

The proposal appears to have 
possibilities because an American 
traveling ‘abroad now can bring 
back to this country duty free 
purchases up to $500. Since a 
husband and wife usually travel 
together this means that the pair 
can bring in foreign purchases 
amounting to $1000. 

Until a few years ago, the duty- 
free limit was $100 a person. 
was raised to $400 and last year 
upped to $500. The Treasury re- 
quested a limit of $1000 a person.

RESULTS OF ACTH 
IN MENTAL CASES 


— —_—-—-_- —_ 


Four of Five Patients Treated 
Showed Improvement, Wash- 
ington U. Group Is Told. 


Thé@ hormone known as ACTH 
may prove useful in treating 
mental disturbances, the Wash- 
ington Medical Society was told 
last night. 

The drug was administered to 
five mental patients here _ in 
varying doses over periods rang- 
ng from five to 26 days: Two 
of the patients showed improve- 
ment with administration of the 
hormone, and the improvement 
has been maintained to date, it 
was reported. 

Two other patients’ experi- 
enced improvement in_ their 
sense of well-being and appear- 
ance during the period of ad- 
ministration, but reverted to 
their previous condition when 
the treatment ended. The fifth 
patient showed no clinical change 
while receiving the hormone or 
afterward. 

These results were summed up 
in a paper by Drs. Ethel Ron- 
zoni, Samuel Trufant and Edwin 
F., Gildea and by Miss Marlene 
Hunter, hospital dietitian. The 
report, on metabolic effects of 
the hormone, emphasized that no 
definite conclusions as to the val- 
ue of the ACTH in treating men- 
tal disturbances can be drawn 
from this material. 

ACTH — adreno-cortico-tropic- 
hormone—is obtained from the 
pituitary glands of hogs slaugh- 
tered at National Stockyards and 
other meat packing centers, and 
has been used experimentally in 
treating a mumbBer of diseases. 
Its use in mental cases was re- 
ported at a public symposium on 
on adrenal cortical function held 
at the Washington University

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 16 
(AP)—Alice Stone Blackwell, in- 
ternationally known woman's suf- 
frage leader, died last night after 
_— iliness. She was 92 years 
old. 

Miss Blackwell was the daugh- 
ter of Lucy Stone, a pioneer in 
the fight for women’s rights and 
the first Massachusetts woman to 
go to college. Her father was 
Henry B. Blackwell, an active ab- 
olitionist. 

Her family organized the Massa- 
chusetts Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation in 1870 and founded the 
Women’s Journal, of which Miss 
Blackwell later was editor in chief 
until its consolidation in 1917 with 
the Woman Voter, published by 
the National, American Woman 
Suffrage Association. 

On her eighty-ninth birthday 
on Sept. 14, 1946, Miss Blackwell 
told interviewers: “Women’s suf- 
frage hasn’t done all the good we 
intended it should, and on the 
other hand neither has it done the 
harm its opponents so soundly 
predicted.” 

In 1924 Miss Blackwell was a 
candidate for presidential elector 
on Senator Robert LaFollette’s 
Progressive ticket. 

In 1930 she published a life of 
her mother, “Lucy Stone, Pioneer 
of Woman’s Rights.” She was also 
translator and compiler of Ar- 
menian, Yiddish and Spanish- 
American poetry. 

She edited an autobiography of 
Catherine Breshkovshy, entitled, 
“The Little Grandmother of the 


Russian Revolution.”

They 
do not like to be told that. it 
would be foolish to try. 


Others Will Try. 


And in fact they will try. If. 
Washington won't try, then Paris, 
London, Bonn, Delhi, Tokyo, and 
the rest will try. For what is 
happening as a consequence of the 
freeze-up in Washington is that 
the leadership we had by virture 
of our ideas and our power is 
rapidly disintegrating. 

We are losing touch with the 
peoples of the world—with their

Suit to Break Will First Step 
To Void 1,400,000 Temple U. Gat

Daughter Says Philadelphia Surgeon Was 
Incompetent and Influenced by School 


Officials — Left Only $3400. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 16— 
A suit has been filed to break a 
will covering‘an estate of $3400, 
but the attorney who filed it said 
it was only the first step in an 
effort to knock out gifts totaling 
$1,400,000 to Temple University. 

The suit was filed Tuesday in 
Reno, Nev., by counsel for Mrs. 
Janice Chase King of Silver 
Spring, Md., 3l-year-old daughter 
of Dr. Theodore L. Chase, who 
died Feb. 12 at the age of 84. At 
his déath his estate amounted to 
only $3400, -f which he left all 
but $1000 to Temple. 

He had lived in the university’s 
hospital for three years and since 
1945 had given Temple’s school 
of medicine $1,400,000. Mrs. King, 
through her attorney, charges that 
the university kept Dr. Chase a 
virtual prisoner in his last years 
in order to win his wéalth. 

The action seeks to break Dr. 
Chase’s will on the ground he was 
mentally incompetent and under 
ig influence by Temple offi- 
cials. 


Denies Charges Against School. 

Dr. Robert L. Johnson, Tem- 
ple’s president, said there was 
“not a word of truth” to the 
daughter’s charges against the 
Philadelphia school. 

Mrs. King charged that her fa- 
ther suffered from “insane delu- 
sions” at the time he wrote his 
will in 1947, and for several years 
before. He was a victim of para- 
noid schizophrenia, she said, 
brought on by advancing age. 

Temple University and its med- 
ical school, she charged, “em- 
barked upon a concerted effort to 
dominate, influence, prejudice 
and control him. ‘Dr. Chase) . 
to the end a he would give or 
bequeath all of his estate to the 
hospital and medical school.” 

She said her father was kept 
in a special room adjoining the 
office of Dr. William Parkinson, 


director of the hospital and dean 
of the school. There, she charged, 


Dr. Chase “could be given consist- 


ently exaggerated personal atten- 
tions, -was awarded various honor- 
ary degrees, was subject to elab- 
orate manifestations of veneration 
on on the part of the staff members 


for himself and for the memory 
of Agnes Barr Chase, his wife.” 

A university employe attended 
Dr. Chase at all times, the daugh- 
ter said, and would not leave his 
presence even when he was visit- 
ed by his physician. 

Tells of Surgery. 

Mrs. King ‘contended also that 
her father was subjected to major 
surgery without her notice or per- 
mission. She said his will ex- 
cluded her because he had given 
her $250,000, but he failed to re- 
call that he had taken back more 
than half of that amount. 

Since 1933, two years before he 
retired, Dr. Chase had made his 
home in Reno where his wife died 
in 1943. 

Of the $1,400,000 Dr. Chase 
gave to Temple, $1,000,000 went 
to the Agnes Barr Chase Surgi- 
cal Research Foundation, in mem- 
ory of his wife. 

His son-in-law, Rufus G. King 
Jr., a Washington attorney, said 
the daughter probably would limit 
her claims to Chase’s last major 
gift, a $400,000 donation to the 
Temple Medical Center’s Building 
Fund in June 1949. 

Mrs. King, he said, recognized 
that the foundation devoted to 
cancer research was “a worthy 
purpose” and would refrain from 
questioning the father’s gift to 
that project. 

Born in Philadelphia. 

Dr. Chase was born in Phila- 
delphia in 1865, son of a dentist. 
After graduating from medical 
college and study in Europe, he 
opened an office in Philadelphia 
that soon became famous through 
the East. Many distinguished per- 
sons were among the surgeon’s 
patients. 

About 1902, a young art stud- 
ent, Agnes Barr, took a job trans- 
posing microscopic photos and 
doing other technical work in Dr. 
Chase’s office. She became so in- 
terested in medicine she studied 
first at a women’s medical col- 
lege and then at Temple Uni- 
versity medical school where she 
was a member of the class of 
1909. 

Dr. Barr .became Dr. Chase’s 
third wife in 1916. Two previous 
marriages had ended in divorce. 


UNWITTING AID 
OF GUAY ACQUITTED 
ON SUICIDE CHARGE

QUEBEC CITY, March 16 (UP) 
—Mrs. Marguerite Pitre, who un- 
wittingly placed a time bomb 
aboard an airliner in a plot that 
killed her lover’s wife and 22 
other persons, was acquitted today 
of a charge of attempted suicide. 
She was released immediately. 

The plump, 41-year-old house- 
wife, admitted during the murder 
trial of J. Albert Guay that she 
put a package from Guay aboard 
a DC-3 airliner which crashed last 
Sept. 9 at Sault au Cochon, Que- 
bec, killing Mrs. Rita Guay and 
everyone else aboard. 

Guay was convicted of murder 
Tuesday and sentenced to be 
hanged after evidence showed that 
the package contained a time 
bomb. 

Mrs. Pitre testified that Guay 
attempted to make her confess 
responsibility for the plot and then 
commit suicide. She was charged 
with attempting to take an over- 
dose of sleeping pills at a hospi- 
tal where she sought treatment 
after learning of the plane dis- 
aster. 

in acquitting her, Judge Al- 
phone Garon said: “It is evident 
that Mrs. Pitre took sleeping pists, 
but not to the point where it 
could have. been considered an 
attempt to commit suicide.”

IRST item on your marketing 
F ise this week may be lemons. 

You are going to be hearing 
a lot about them for the next few 
weeks. The new crop lemons are 
in the local markets, with quality 
so excellent and prices down so 
much from the January and Feb- 
ruary high that they are bound 
to get a lot of publicity. Actually, 
the prices are down almost a 
third from the peak of a month 
or two ago. One of the most ver- 
satile of fruits, lemons bring out 
the flavors of other foods; stand 
on their own merits, as in lemon 
pies or other lemon flavored des- 
serts; and even pitch in to help 
with the household tasks by sour- 
ing milk, bleaching linen and re- 
storing the sparkle to glass. What 
more can you expect of one fruit, 
we ask you? 

California navel oranges con- 
tinue to be plentiful, and men in 
the fruit business pronounce them 
the best in years. Florida is send- 
ing us grapefruit and some 
oranges, although the latter are 
not in heavy supply. 


we can tell you of the arrival of 
a first-of-the-season item, and 
this time we have something spe- 
cial—fresh green asparagus from 
California. We aren’t going to rec- 
ommend it to anyone with budget 
trouble, and it is not arriving in 
any great quantity, but if you 
want to give your family a treat, 
this is it. Once asparagus starts 
appearing it usually comes right 
on through in constantly increas- 
ing supply and decreasing price, 
provided adverse weather condi- 
tions do not interfere. 

Most of the Florida vegetables 
are coming in a little more plen- 
tifully, and that includes one item 
which rates a special mention for 
being reasonable in price and 
good in quality—snapbeans. We 
mentioned yellow sweet corn last 
week, and there is still some of 
it around, although it is not in 
good supply as yet. 


LL of the gre greens, including 
A turnip tops, mustard greens 

and collards are on our ap- 
proved list. If you haven’t tried 
the new spring turnips you are 
overlooking a bet. They have a 
much sweeter flavor than the 
winter variety and we can almost 
guarantee that anyone who isn’t 
violently anti-turnip will thor- 
oughly enjoy these small, new 
ones.

For many years Smith was an 
undertaker in Washington, D.C., 
Boston, Kansas City, Joplin, Mo., 
Charleston, Mo., -and Carbondale. 
He was credited with being Illi- 
nois’ oldest mortician when he 
retired from business in 1937. 
Smith receives ap old-age pension 
and state aid for the children. He 
adds to that income by preaching 
and singing at Negro and white 
churches in Southern Illinois.

@P)—Nationalist China promised

the’‘Communist armed forces. 

A formal note from the Nation- 
alist Government to the United 
States expressed regret for the air 
attacks on two American ships in 
Tsingtao waters Feb. 27. The 
attacks were “due to sheer mis- 
adventure,” the note said. 

Henceforth the Nationalist air 
force in its forays over the waters 
off Communist China will try to 
keep its bombs away from ships 
flying the American flag, the 
Government said. The National- 
ists are blockading Communist- 
held Chinese ports. 

Note Follows U.S. Protests. 

Shih Shao-ying, Vice Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, handed the 
Government note to Robert 
Strong, United States charge d‘af- 
raires in Formosa. 

This was the first positive re- 
action by the Government to 
American protests against at- 
tacks on international properties 
in Shanghai and to the flurry of 
protest over the attacks on the 
Ships off Tsingtao.

The Kinsey report, for instance, 
said that between 67 and 98 per

AND WHILE WE’RE seldom 
one to fly in the face of tradition, 
there are several variations of the 
hamburger going around these 
days, which we have tried, and 
which pass the test, if you'd like 
to try something different. One of 
them is called a surprise hambur- 
ger, and you make it like this: 

Place two and a half pounds of 
ground sirloin or round steak in 
a mixing bow], and make a well in 
the center. Place therein a half 
pound of coarsely grated cheddar 
cheese, one and a half teaspoons 
each of salt and pepper, one tea- 
spoon of dry mustard, three table- 
spoons of chili sauce and-one ta- 
blespoon of worcestershire sauce. 
Blend the mixture thoroughly and 
form it into hamburgers of the 
diameter you like, and about half 
an inch. thick. 

These hamburgers can be pan 
broiled on a griddle or an iron 
pan. After they have been 
browned they can, if you like, be 
brushed with barbecue sauce. But

ODAY a discussion is sup-

Papal Nuncio 


Was in Frontal 


Post in Vatican's Campaign to 
Halt War—Saw His Hopes Dashed

HE PAPAL EMBASSY, or 
Nunciature as it is called, was 
housed in Munich in a large 
gloomy-looking house in the cen- 
ter of the diplomatic quarter of 
the Bavarian capital, the Brienner 
Strasse. It was austerely fur- 
nished, and even the bright crim- 
son plush, the essence of distinc- 
tion in those days, did not miti- 
gate that austerity. This house 
was the frontal post in the peace 
campaign which Pope Benedict 
XV, after minute preparations, 
was to launch from the Vatican. 
On June 13, 1917, Cardinal- 
Secretary of State Gasparri had 
inquired from the Reich Govern- 
ment what its peace conditions 
were. Two weeks later Nuncio 
Eugenio Pacelli went again to 
Berlin and saw the Chancellor, 
who told him that Germany was 
prepared to restore Belgium and 
agree to an all-around limitation 
of afmaments. But Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, who had at the 
outbreak of the war openly 
regretted the “sad necessity” of 
the violation of Belgium, fell from 
power two weeks later. The Reichs- 
tag, however, in its resolution of 
July 19, pronounced itself in favor 
of a peace without annexation. 
The British Premier, Lloyd 
George, in his speech in Glasgow 
that same month, stressed Brit- 
aln’s readiness for a conciliatory 
peace on condition of a prelim- 
inary acceptance of the restora- 
tion of Belgium. 


Never in any previous attempt 
had the two points of view come 
so near. The Pope now decided to 
concentrate all his efforts, and he 
instructed Nuncio Pacelli to try to 
win the German Government for 
the Peace Points which he had 
drafted, and to which those Presi- 
dent Wilson was to formulate 
more than a year later bear a 
marked resemblance: restoration 
of Belgium; return of the German 
colonies; limitation of armament; 
freedom of the seas; and an in- 
ternational court of arbitration. 
Two days after Pacelli’s call on 
the Berlin Foreign Office he was 
informed that these ~ proposals 
seemed to form an acceptable 
basis and would now be put be- 
fore the Kaiser, who was at 
Vienna. 


In London the heads of the 
Allied states were to come to- 
gether for an important inter- 
Allied conference on Aug. 7. That 
was an opportunity Cardinal Gas- 


parri did not want to miss. He 


urged Msgr. Pacelli to convince 
Berlin that there was no time to 
lose. Pacelli, on wiring Berlin, 
was requested to stay in Munich 
as the Berlin Foreign Office 
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was cervinres that an onvennndt 
on the papal points would be 
reached within a week. 

Kept waiting and waiting, fear- 
ing the worst, Benedict. XV 
decided to force the issue. On 
Aug. 14 the papal envoys in all 
capitals handed the Pope’s Peace 
Note to the monarchs and presi- 
dents of the world. A supreme 
effort to save Europe from com- 


mitting suicide, it p in-

It was eloquent in sentiment, 
and in its practicability it went 
even further than the League of 
Nations which was to be born 
some years later, for in proposing 
an International Court, it pleaded 
for power against those who 
would not want to submit. In fact, 
it advanced suggestions with 
which, 20 years later, statesmen 
like Winston Churchill and Lord 
Davies tried to rescue the Geneva 
institution from its utter inertia. 
The papal note further pleaded 
for an all«around renunciation of 
damages and a limitation of arma- 
ments; this, the practical Pope 
argued, would in its relief of the 
national budgets soon make good 
each nation’s war losses. 

* 


HE Pope’s plan was a sensible 
T one. Had it been accepted, the 

peoples of Europe would have 
been spared much of the agony 
Which they have gone through 
since. There were, of course, seri- 
ous drawbacks. France felt that 
this plan might cost it the rewin- 
ning of Alsace-Lorraine, on which 
it had set its mind since 1871, 
and that, too, at a moment when 
the French trenches were being 
reinforced by increasing contin- 
gents of fresh American troops. 
England, through its Minister to 
the Holy See, explained to Cardi- 
nal Gasparri that an unequivocal 
German declaration that it would 
restore Belgium and indemnify it 
for the terrible losses inflicted 
upon an innocent people, was the 
conditio sine qua non of any pro- 
posal which the British Govern- 
ment was prepared to entertain. 

There were petty objections, 
however, which doomed the papal 
peace action which had galvanized 
millions of tortured minds and 
bodies back into hope. In the 
Treaty Of London, by which the 
Allied Powers had won over Italy, 
formerly the confederate of Ger- 
many and Austria, a secret clause 
had been inserted at the insist- 
ence of the then professedly anti- 
clerical Government of Italy, 
promising them that the Allied 
Powers would not admit any pa- 
pal conciliation.

cio Pacelli pleaded with him, that 
“If a clear and unequivocal assur- 
ance can be given on Belgium, 
the crucial point, a peace honor- 
able to all is assured and Your 
Excellency’s ‘name will be immor- 
tal.” A courteous note followed 
which, in modern parlance, in- 
stead of slamming any doors left 
them all open. Cardinal Gasparri 
scanned it and summed it up in 
one of those characteristic words 
of his: “Worthless!” ° 

That evening when the last 
German note was received, a Ger- 
man friend came to see the Nun- 
cio. They sat long after dusk in 
the silent unlit study at the 
Brienner Strasse. Pacelli could 
hardly control his deep emotion. 
“Everything is lost,” he sighed, 
then, prophetically, “your poor 
country, too.”... 

Henceforward he occupied him- 
self chiefly with the organization 
of relief of human distress, so 
rampant in Central Europe, from 
the starving children in the block- 
aded Reich to the caged-up Al- 
lied prisoners of war over whose 
well-being he watched incessantly. 

Peace, which had been honor- 
ably possible in 1917 through the 
papal intermediary, came to Ger- 
many 15 months later, under utter 
surrender. A starved and mis- 
guided people, seeing its greatest 
virtue, that of faithful discipline, 
grossly betrayed by its leaders, 
fell into convulsions of revolution.

WHILE WE ARE ON the sub- 
ject of cruelty to animals, I 
should like to mention a bill 
which is shortly to come up in 
the New York State Legislaturé 
in Albany. There may have been 
similar bills passed in other states, 
or they may be up for consider- 
ation, but I think a great many 
people everywhere are interested 
in this subject. 

The New York State bill pro- 
vides that in cities of over 2,000,- 
000, everyone shall obtain a 

arly license for a dog and pay 

instead of the $2 they have 
paid up to now. In addition, be- 
fore getting their license they 
shall submit evidence that within 
the past 12 months their dog or 
cat has been vaccinated for 
rabies. 
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THE IMPORTANT PART of 
the bill, however, is the arrange- 
ment. made that if dogs or cats 
are not licensed and are picked 
up by the authorities and not 
claimed within 48 hours, they

shall be destroyed. Exceptions 
would be made in cases where 


the animals are requisitioned by ' 


the departments of health of the 
State of New York or the city of 
New York for allocation to sci- 
entific laboratories which have 
been inspected and approved by 
the department of Lealth for ani- 
mal experimentation in accord- 
ance with section 185 of the penal 
law as amended in 1947. 

The New York Academy of 
Medicine urges that the new reg- 
istration, which is designed to 
revise the privileges and responsi- 


: bilities of the Society for the Pre- 


vention of Cruelty to Animals, in- 
clude these provisions for the al- 
location for a part of the supply 
of stray dogs and cats to scien- 
tific laboratories. 
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THE ANTI-VIVISECTIONISTS 
have put on a campaign against 
the use of animals for these pur- 
poses. 

I am very fond of dogs but 
when there is a need for scientific 
research which can be done only 
with the use of animals and which 
will benefit mankind, I think we 
must support allowing it to be 
done in the most humane manner 
possible by qualified, scientific 
people. In an early 1949 issue of 
a science magazine an article ap- 
pears on this perennial controver- 
sy and I think this sentence is 
worth remembering: “The hard 
fact is that life can be studied 
only in living things.”

SGR. PACELLI was the only 

diplomat to stay in Munich. 

From the meagre provisions 
of the Nunciature he brought food 
to. the children in the poorest 
quarters. When later Munich was 
relieved, all that was left in the 
Papal Embassy was some stale 
bread and cocoa. So undaunted 
was the Nuncio that he went out 
on these errands of mercy every 
day in his black limousine until 
the Reds commandeered it. A 
band of seven armed brigands 
one day actually invaded his 
home. Calmly the tall, 43-year- 
old dignitary met thtm and in- 
quired their business. Whether it 
was the cool contempt of the 
piercing dark eyes and of the thin 
lips in his earnest white face— 
whether it was the high dignity 
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years before, the young altar boy 
had confided to his mother that 
he would like to become a mis- 
sionary. Now a Nuncio with the 
titular rank of Archbishop, there 
was no flinching from his duty to 
stay at his post and thus impart 
confidence to the stricken popu- 
lation. These were his missionary 
days. 
In 1925, his work in Munich 
crowned with a concordat between 
the Holy See and Bavaria, Eu- 
genio Pacelli was promoted as 
Nuncio to Berlin, accredited to 
the Reich Government. He had 
presented his credentials to the 
stocky, former saddlemaker, So- 
cialist President Fritz Ebert and, 
so firm were their personal bonds 
—though Ebert was a born Ca- 
tholic who no longer practiced 
the religion of his youth—that 
Pacelli was often a guest at his 
table. Ebert’s successor as Presi- 
dent, Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg, a staunch and strict Protes- 
tant, took such a liking to the 
Roman prelate that he once 
showed him the prayer his father 
had written for his confirmation. 
Viscount d’Abernon, the first 
British Ambassador in postwar 
Berlin, has called Pacelli in his 
Memoirs the best informed man 
in Berlin. 

Four years he worked patiently 
at the concordat between Prussia 
and the Holy See. He won his 
victories by sheer patience, mak- 
ing use of every opportunity, 
never giving up, never letting 
himself be swayed by outside in- 
fluences. 

On being nominated a Cardinal 
in December 1929, and called to 
the supreme council of the 
Church in Rome, he had to relin- 
quish his post in Berlin. Presi- 
dent von Hindenburg was deeply 
meved at the farewell audience. 
“Germany,” he said, “will never 
forget your share in the pacifica- 
tion of our eountry.”
